Brief Chronicle of the last dFortmght. 

Sivori, the celebrated violinist, is now playing With 
great success at Madrid. 

Dr. Spohr, residing at Cassell, has just celebrated his 
70th birthday, in the enjoyment ot the best of health. 
The evening before, the members of the orchestra, and the 
different singers at the theatre, gave him a serenade, in- 
cluding his fine notturno (one of his most important works 
for wind instruments), and several pieces from his operas. 
The public had heard of the intended compliment, and 
completely filled the garden of his house. After the 
serenade, three hearty cheers were given. Dr. Spohr has 
received the order of Bavaria. 

Mr. Pierson (whose oratorio of Jerusalem was brought 
out at the last Norwich festival) has been so successful 
with an opera produced at Hamburg, and founded on the 
second part of Fsi«/, that the management has given him 
the receipts of the seventh night as a benefit. 

The Newcastle-under-line Choral Society gave 
their fourth concert on the 10th of May ; conductor, Mr. 
T. Griffiths. 

Sons of the Cieroy. — The bi-centenary festival was 
held on the 18th of May, at St. Paul's Cathedral. The 
afternoon service was sung by two hundred and fifty 
voices, — consisting of chnristevs from Westminster Abbey, 
the Chapels Royal, Lincoln's Inn, the Temple, and many 
from Oxford, Cambridge, Norwich, Ely, Rochester, 
'Windsor, and others The following is a list of the nmaic 
performed: — Tallis' "Prsecea;" Henley's chant in E; 
Attwood's "Cantate" and " Deus Misereatur" in D; 
Gibbons' " God is gone up ; Gosa' " Praise the Lord, 
O my soul ;" Handel's «' Worthy is the Lamb." 

Dublin. — The third concert of the University Choral 
Society took place on Friday evening, the 28th of April. 
Music: — Macfarren's Sleeper Awakened, and a number of 
other pieces Mr. Macfarren's music gave great satisfac- 
tion ; the concert was most successful. Next concert on 
the 9 th of June. 



Liverpool Philharmonic Society, on the 9th of 
May, gave the third of their shilling concerts to an over- 
flowing audience. Handel's Dettingen Te Deum with 
Mozart's Twelfth Mass. The solos by Miss Stott, Mrs. 
Scarisbrick, and Messrs. Millar and Armstrong. The 
choruses were most tfficiently sung. Mr. George Hirst 
presided at the organ, and the performance was ably con- 
ducted by Mr. William Ludlow. The next concert in 
June will be Haydn's Creation. 

St. Martin's Hall. — A concert on an extensive scale 
was given at the above hall oii'the 15th of May, by Mr. 
George Lake, for the purpose of re-introducing to the 
London public his oratorio, entitled Daniel. The principal 
vocalists on this occasion were Madame Clara Novello, 
Miss Dolby, Mr. Sims Reeves, Mr. Suchet Champion, 
Mr. Weiss, and Herr Formes, who were 1 assisted by a nu- 
merous band and chorus, conducted by Mr. G. Lake. The 
concert commenced with Rossini's popular Stabat Mater. 
The popular "Cujus animam" Was beautifully sung by 
Mr. Sims Reeves. The duet, "Qnis est homo," was given 
with appropriate sentiment and perfect unity of purpose 
by Madame Clara Novello and Miss Dolby ; Madame Clara 
Novello's magnificent rendering of the " Inflammatus" 
delighted us, and left the most charming impression. 
Upon the merits of Mr. Lake's oratorio it is now un- 
necessary to dilate. It was well performed, and received 
throughout with great favour j one piece, a march, being 
unanimously encored. The hall was quite full.— From the 
Morning Post. 

Haddenham. — A Lecture and Essay on the education 
and progress of music was delivered by Mr. John Clark, 
illustrated by the singing class taught by Mr. John Rose.

Sionor and Madame Ferrari's annual concert took 
place this year on the 19th May. 

Madame Puzzi's grand annual concert occurred on the 
26th May, this season. Madame Puzzi was assisted, as 
usual, by all the most distinguished artists in London. 
Madame Clara Novello sang " Deh Viene e non tardar," 
— a rapturous encore. 

Mr. Walter Macfarren's second concert took place 
on the 12th May. 

The Misses Cole and Mr. Alfred Gilbert's third 
and last performance of Classical Chamber Music will be 
on the 5th June. 

Miss Bincks played several pianoforte pieces at her first 
soiree, on the 26 th of May. 

Lynn Musical Union. — A correspondent says, "The 
last concert of the season was held on the 25th. and 26th 
May, when a selection from Mozart's beautiful opera, Ido- 
meneo (rendered accessible by Mr. Novello's publication of 
the work), formed the chief attraction of the performance." 
Amongst the miscellaneous pieces, was a new composition, 
for four voices, by Mr. Reddie, the organist of this place, 
— a very descriptive setting of the song in Tennyson's 
Princess. The glee was warmly received on both evenings. 
The new Music Hall, in the Athensum, is to be opened 
by a performance of Handel's Messiah. 

St. Martin's Library and Reading Room for the 
Working Classes. A concert, in aid of the funds, was given 
at St. Martin's Hall, on Tuesday evening, May 23rd. 

The Thistle Solfeggio Club, Edinburgh, is the 
name of an association, instituted in 1848, which meets 
twice a week. A very successful concert was given by its 
members on May 8th. 

Crystal Palace, Sydenham. — The opening has been 
appointed to take place on the 10th June, when Her Most 
Gracious Majesty has sign fied her intention to be present. 
There will be an orchestra consisting of 600 instrumental- 
ists, and a chorus of 15l'0 voices, to sing the appointed 
music. The utmost care is being taken that every voice 
shall be an effective one. The band will have, in addition 
to the usual stringed instruments, three distinct military 
and brass bands, for whom the music is being especially 
scored by Mr. Costa, who will conduct. A commodious 
orchestra is being constructed in the north of the great 
centre transept. 

Sacred Harmonic Society, Exeter Hall. — The 
Elijah of Mendelssohn has rarely been so effectively per- 
formed as on the 26th May. The principals were Madame 
Clara Novello, Miss Dolby, Mr. Sims Reeves, Mr. Novello, 
and Herr Formes. It is probable the society may resume 
their performances after the opening of the Crystal Palace, 
in which ceremony they will take so prominent a part.
